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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. In view of the Decision of Appeal of The Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences on May 26, the Examiner's decision rejecting claims 13-16 and 18-21 is 
affirmed and the Examiner's decision rejecting claims 2-12 and 17 is reversed. 
Accordingly claims 2-12 are allowable; claim 17 is amended in independent form 
including the limitations of claims 1 3, 1 5 and 16. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel claims, 13, 14, 15, 16, and 18-21. 

Claims 22-33 are cancelled (to inventions non-elected without travere) in view 
of the Election without traverse filed on April 7, 2005. 
Claim 17 (amended): A system, comprising: 
a data entry part, allowing entry of data: 
a display part, allowing display of information: 

a first wireless transceiver, allowing transmission of data entered by said data 
entry part to a remote processing terminal, and receiving video information from said 
remote processing terminal, said video information being indicative of information to be 
displayed on said display part, and including only new image information representing 
changes in an image since a previous transmission: 
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wherein said video information includes video synchronization information: 
wherein said video synchronization information includes at least vertical 
synchronization information and horizontal synchronization information: and 

17. (Pr e v i ous l y Pr e s e nt e d) A syst e m as i n c l a i m 16, wherein said vertical 
synchronization information and horizontal synchronization information are respectively 
produced on separate frequency channels.
